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This decision is in response to the "Petition Under 37 C.F.R. §1 .182 to Correct 
Designation of PCT Application on Transmittal Letter" ('Pet.") filed via facsimile on 27 
June 2005 and again on 28 June 2005. 



On 16 March 2005, petitioners filed a national stage application listing the PCT 
application number on the transmittal letter (Form PTO-1390) as PCT/DE2003/003054. 
All other papers in the application including the substitute specification and declaration 
listed the international application as PCT/DE2003/002890. This application was 
processed by the United States Designated/Elected Office as the national stage of 
PCT/DE2003/003054. 

On 25 March 2005, counsel filed another national stage application for 
PCT/DE2003/003054 which was accompanied by, inter alia, a declaration and ^ 
specification listing the international application as PCT/DE2003/003054. This 
application was given U.S. application No. 10/529,827. 

On 27 June 2005, after a telephone call from the undersigned, petitioners filed 
the subject petition to correct the transmittal letter in the above-captioned application. 
This petition was accompanied with a new transmittal letter (Form PTO-1390). 

On 28 June 2005, applicants resubmitted the papers filed 27 June 2005. 
Petitioners authorized that the full petition fee of $400.00 be charged to Deposit Account 
No. 50-1519. 
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DISCUSSION 



In the papers filed 28 June 2005, petitioners state that the transmittal letter 
accompanying the initial application filing "incorrectly identified the underlying PCT as 
PCT/DE2003/003054. Every other document for the above-referenced application that 
was filed on March 16, 2005 was designated with the correct PCT application number." 
Pet. at H 1 . Petitioners request to substitute the original transmittal letter with the 
transmittal letter filed with the instant petition. 

This request is treated as a petition under 37 CFR 1 .182. The $400.00 petition 
fee has been charged to Deposit Account No. 50-1519 as authorized. A review of the 
above-captioned application file verifies that the wrong U.S. application number, 
PCT/DE2003/003054, was designated on the transmittal letter filed with the original 
papers. Petitioners submitted a corrected transmittal letter and the required petition fee 
with the instant petition. 

Petitioners have met all the requirements of a grantable petition. 



For the reasons listed above, the petition under 37 CFR 1 .182 to correct the PCT 
application number listed on the transmittal letter is GRANTED . 

Petitioners are reminded to use PCT/DE2003/002890 for all future 
correspondence regarding this application. 

It is noted that U.S. application No. 10/529,827 is the national stage application 
for PCT/DE2003/003054.
